ental Line steamer Kgypt sank oft tlio 
Island of Ushant, after a collision with 
.lie French freight steamer Seine. 


The Kfypt sailed from London for 


Bombay on Friday with U passengers 
and n crew of 290. A roll call on board 
the Seine after the disaster showed 
hat at least 15 of the passengers nnd 
SO of the crew of the .Egypt were miss- 
"K- 


The' collision occurred' during i 


dense fog within 22 miles of the Armou 
.Ightlio'use. The dinner gong was about 
:o be sounded on board the Kgypt. 
Many o[ the passengers and most of 
the crW were on deck. The shoi-k 
threw"persons Into the sea; others 
Jumped, and a number went down with 
the ship, which sank In 20 minute;. 
The Kgypt tfas rammed amidships on 
the port side. 


The fc'elne, badly damaged, reached 


Brest 
with 20 rescued passengers, 


more than 200 of the crew and the 
bodies of 9.0 dead. The captain of the 
Kgypt Is among the saved. 


When the collision occurred there 


was a rolling sea. Some of those res- 
cued charge that the Indian sailors on 
board the Egypt took to the lifeboats 
Immediately the vessels crashed, so 
that a large number of the passengers 
and crew hud to shift for themselves. 
Those who Jumped Into the sea and 
who could swim scrambled about for 
bits of wreckage to which they might 
cilng. Jinny of these were rescued. 
Tt.ey floated about In the fog after tha 
Egypt went down, calling for help. 
The sound of tlnjlr voices directed 
members of the crew o" the Seine In 
small boats, who were patrolling the 
sea, picking up both living and dead. 


In some Instances the rescue crews 


came upon persons clinging to bits of 
debris who let go and sank just as aid 
for them was at hand. The small boats 
on numerous occasions sought vainly 
in the fog to locate persons lifting cries 
of distress through the fog. Among 
the known missing are the doctor and 
chief engineer of tlie Egypt. 


The Egypt was a vessel of 8,000 tons. 


The Seine vas bound for Havre when 
the disaster occurred. 


Captain Le Bartlc, of the Seine, In 


describing the disaster, said: 


"I was at my post on the upper 


bridge SnturCay evening at T o'clock, 
15 miles from Armen light. The sea 
was'cnim with a slight swell. The fog 
was very dense. I was listening for 
fog'horns and proceeding at the slow 
speed of five knots. 


"In less time than It takes to tell, a 


great steaiinjr emerged from the fog. 
It struck my ship and tore away tha 
forward works and moved on at great 
speed. I Immediately ordered our en; 
gir.es reversed. 


"I saw nothing further. But then I 


began to hear cries of horror that told 
me of a catastrophe. I went In search 
of fte stricken vessel In the fog and 
darkness. I found her In ^) minutes. 


"She lay oh her port side, ready to 


'turn over. Water was' pouring Into a 
long, deep tear In her side plates. Cries 
and walls of despair were to be heard 
coming from the steamer. Passengers 
were seen running about on the decks, 
BE the steamer was about to go under. 
•*J «r>J i m«a throw, hlmjelj Into tbs 
sea with t*6 flule children fiThla arris. 
The shipwrecked people in the sea 
clung to floating debris. I had all my 
lifeboats lowered. It was particularly 
perilous work, for we were on the main 
path of vessels going from the open 
sea to tlie English Channel. I stayed 
at the scene of the wreck until 20 
minutes 
after 
11 o'clock 
Saturday 


night."

dry them. But no drop of water can 
penetrate the plumage of any aquatic 
bird. Oulla, ducks, grebes, and cormo- 
rants dive after food on the bleakest 
days without getting either wet or 
cold. 


These birds are provided with a nat- 


ural mackintosh In the shape of a 
covering of feathers which fit tightly 
one on top of the other, 
But their 


plumage would not remain waterproof 
If they, did not look after It carefully. 
Every feather must be greased at least 
once a day If It Ls to turn the water. 


Watch « duck after Its bath and 


you will see tbe process. The beak 
Is pushed hard Into the roots of Uie 
feathers, and then brought up to their 
very tips. 
Diving birds are provided 


with special glands which supply the 
beak with all the grease It nec-ds.

Much of It Each person Uses 
Has Seen Proved to Run 


Into Miles. 


How much wool does the average 


person use? 


Every inch ot cloth contains about 


twenty-five 
threads 
running 
down- 


wards and the same number running 
across It, so that a square yard Is 
made up of 1,800 threads, each a yard 
In length. 


To simplify calculations we may as- 


sume that every yard contains a mile 
of wool yarn. 
The average suit or 


costume needs four square yards of 
cloth, so that every man or woman 
wears something like four miles of 
wool. Allowing two sets of clothes a 
year, we find that each of us uses 
four hundred miles of wool In fifty 
years! 


When we come to linen and cotton 


goods, with eighty or one hundred 
threads each way to the Inch, the total 
length of thread becomes appalling. A 
single handkerchief may contain 2,400 
strands each fifteen Inches long, so 
that 1,000 yards of cotton thread are 
required to make It. 
A shirt repre- 


sents about three miles of thread. In 
fifty years everyone of us uses any- 
thing from 500 to 1.000 miles of cot- 
ton!
